Kirksviiie  downed  Washburn,  6-0,  to  continue  reign  as  the 
only  undefeated,  untied  team  in  the  conference. 

Mills,  last  year’s  leading  ground  gainer  in  the  MCAA,  helped 
the  Bulldogs  considerably  in  their  season  opener  against  St.
